DeKalb, June 26— For the recov­ 
ery of property situated in the city 
of DeKalb valued at $7 5,000, alleged 
to have been deeded to the defendant 
through 
misrepresentation, 
papers 
have been filed against William H. 
Bush, a Chicago manufacturer, on 
behalf of Joseph H. GHdden. father- 
in-law of the defendant. Glidden is a 
present resident of DeKalb and was 
the inventor of the modern barbed 
wire and the promoter of the gigantic 
wire industry of DeKalb, from which 
he amassed a fortune. 
Botsford, 
Kayne & Botsford of Elgin are his 


atorneyf. 
Bush was the husband of Glidden’s 
only daughter, who died last month. 
Just before the death of his wife it 
is alleged that the defendant went to 
Glidden and by misrepresentation in­ 
duced the father to sign a deed under 
circumstances which 
indicateed 
a 
purpose on the part of Bush unfairly 
to obtain the property, which includes 
the Glidden hotel of DeKalb. Glid­ 
den is a man 93 years of age and in­ 
firm. It is claimed in the bill that the 
old man did not fully understand the 
full extent and meaning of the trans­ 
action and was induced through mis­ 
representation to affix his signature 


to the papers. 
Two days later when Glidden real­ 
ized the extent and meaning of the 
document he demanded a return of 
the papers, which Bush declined to 
grant. It further appears that within 
two hours after the signing of the 
deed Bush filed the papers with the 
recorder of DeKalb county and imme­ 
diately thereafter took possession of 
the property. It is sought by the bill 
to have the deed and contract set 
aside and the property restored to 
Glidden. 
In view of the large amount of 
property involved and the 
feeling 
which has been engendered by the 
peculiar phase of the case, it is an 
interesting one. Glidden has been a 
resident of the county for over sixty 
years. He built up an enormous busi­ 
ness in DeKalb as the result of his 
invention of barbed wire and its pat­ 
ent. 
On his own little farm, with 
some common wire and a pair of pli­ 
ers, he made the first piece of barbed 
wire, which has resulted in its exten­ 
sive use as fencing all over the coun­ 


try. 
The case will come up for trial at 
the September term of the circuit 
court in DeKalb county.

Mr. McNamara had just 
stopped a team attempting to cross 
the tracks from the south, and look­ 
ing north he saw the giddy and brain­ 
less youth approaching

girls in the buggy. 
The watchman 
rushed toward him to stop him, wav­ 
ing his flag, but the boy paid no at­ 
tention. The engineer gave the dan­ 
ger signal which did not seem 
to 
arouse the young man, who contin­ 
ued to laugh at impending death. As 
his vehicle was on the main track 
the monster engine was not more 
than ten feet from him, rushing on 
almost with the speed of the wind. 
There was a hiss of the air, a grind­ 
ing, screeching sound from the brake 
shoes. Passengers 
were 
disturbed, 
but the engineer had done his work. 
At this instant Mr. McNamara had 
leaped from the track, being uncon­ 
scious of his own great danger while 
in the performance of his duties in 
saving the lives of others. He is wor­ 
thy of a Carnegie medal.

The mackerel sky comes from the 
same causes as all the cirrus clouds, so 
called from the beautiful curl their 
fragments 
often 
assume, 
such 
as 
“ mackerel skies,” “ mares’ tails” and 
“ cats’ tails.” 
Meteorologists are not 
agreed as to the cause, there being two 
explanations. 
It has been suggested that these cir­ 
rus clouds are the heads of columns of 
vapor rising from the earth and pre­ 
cipitated as soon as they attain a cer­ 
tain elevation, rarely less than three, 
miles above tbe earth (15.840 feet) and 
often five or six miles (26 ,000 to 30,000 
feet» . 
If this be so the visible cloud 
forms the capital of an invisible pillar 
of saturated air. 
The second ex p lan atio n 
is that they 
are caused in the higher regions of the 
atmosphere by the meeting of two cur 
rents of air of different water bearing 
capacity, causing them to form into 
parallel bands, each belt being com 
posed of light, airy fragments, slightly 
altered in appearance according to a 
slight difference in conditions under 
which they are formed. 
It has been 
supposed that such clouds are compos­ 
ed of particles of snow. 
It might be added that they occur in 
systems, long ranks of them extending 
in one direction for vast distances and 
being occasionally crossed by other 
systems at other b u t also extreme al­ 
titu des.

rero the United States stands today in 
the position of the Roman Empire tn 
the days of Augustus. He pictures an 
America which is bound to go the 
Roman 
way. 
Increasing 
in 
power, 
draining Incalculable wealth from that 
orient which enriched Rome, forced 
in spite of hereditary democratic Ideals 
to make itself stroug by land and sea 
in order to hold its own and guard its 
world wide trading flag, overshadow­ 
ing the huge modern world as Rome 
did the little civilization of the Medi­ 
terranean. 
After culm reflection and in a cold, 
scientific way, the thinkers and states- j 
men of old Europe predict for the new j 
world this visionary future, and brood- i 
Ing over It they seem to be In the very 
shadow of the peril. 
The practical 
Amertcau, as be drops from the tall , 
end of a street car and goes about his 
business, may not realize that Europe 
sees in him the terrible fellow who is 
to go swaggering down the way of the > 
world, taking the wall of every one, In 
the good old Roman fashion; but so It 
ts. 
He is—eveu when he wheels the 1 
baby abroad—an eighty-millionth part 
of the great American peril, in which! 
fact he may find a certain measure of 
satisfaction.—Vance Thompson in Mun- 
sey’s.
